Thoro are somo things that are iu- 


comprohensiblo, and ouo of tbcm is tho 
fact that comity officials, -\vho 
are 


sworn to do their duty, should place 
legal notices, for which tho people aro 
compelled to pay high rates, iii n sheet 
that has virtually no circulation, thus 
defrauding those who ore so unfortun- 
ate as to fall into the hands of the law, 
out of such advertising as might bene- 
fit them in tho sale of their property. 
It is a species of robbery, legalized, 
perhaps, but robbery nevertheless, and 
the people should see that there is au 
end put to it. 
There are four papers 


in Portsmouth that have a circulation 
and that are recognized as newspapers, 
and yet, when a man is to bo sold out, 
ho is robbed of the benefit that adver- 
tising might be to him by tho official 
placing tho advertisement of his prop- 
erty in a sheet that has no circulation, 
no reputation, and no mission except 
to cumber as a barnacle the community 
in which it is located. Its only claim 
to this legal patronage Is that it be- 
longs to tho political party in power in 
Soioto county, and that its existence 
may bo prolonged, the officials virtually 
put their hands into tho pockets of 
those whose misfortunes bring them in- 
to their power, and virtually rob them 
—it is nothing more nor less, because 
every dollar that is paid for advertis- 
ing in that sheet is thrown away. 


Wo are not objecting to legal adver- 


tisements being placed in the papers of 
our city that aro entitled to tho name 
of a newspaper, but if there is no re- 
dress otherwise for the people who have 
these bills to pay, wo will print these 
notices at tho same rate that other ad- 
vertisers pay for advertising.

FIFTY YEAKS AGO. 


Transportation in Pennsylvania 


Before the Railway Bra. 


Canal Boats Were Then In Great De- 


mand -Thfl Principal Artery of 


Traffic in the Early 


Times. 


And what primitive transportation 


they did hare in those old days of '46. 
to be sure! Railroads there .were in the. 
east, and bad been for full 20 years, 
but not here. Pittsburgh was a far 
western town then, of but 30,000 in- 
habitants. The patient, plodding, tow- 
path mule was good enough for 'the 
Pittsburgher of '46, who peacefully and 
contentedly wended his way to Johns- 
town in' 30 hours and was well satis- 
fied if he landed -in Philadelphia in 
something less than a week. To us of 
the post-bellum generation this is hard 
to realize. The canal boat and themule. 
seem relics of the misty past almost as 
Unreal os the Indian with his toma- 
hawk and birch canoe. And yet there 
is nanny a hale and hearty citizen, still 
in his prime, to whom they are vivid 
and well-remembered realities. 


Practically all the commerce of Pitts 


burgh 50 years ago was carried over tho 
western branch of that famous water* 
way called the Pennsylvania canal. Ita 
western terminus was Pittsburgh, it/a 
eastern Johnstown, the route between 
the two places being as follows: Cross- 
ing- the Allegheny river by on aqueduct 
at the foot of what is now Eleventh 
streets then up the west bank of tho 
Allegheny to Freeport, then across the 
river again by an aqueduct, .up the 
Kishldminetas .river to 
Salisbury, 


thence up the Conemaugh to Johns- 
town. 


The route of the canal in this city 


can be traced, though not a vestige of 
it now remains. The basin, where most 
of the loading was done, was practdcr 
ally the end of the canal, though a tun- 
nel which passed under the city almost 
in the line of the present Pa.n-Handle 
tunnel carried the canal through to the 
Monongahela. Tkere were many small 
canal boats, which were used to bring- 
in the products of numerous market 
gardeners whose f arms were scattered 
along the fertile lo.vlauds beside the 
Allegheny river. These market boats 
were, called "Fannies;" just why, is not 
apparent. 
Possibly, in earlier times, 


when the first of these boats came 
into use, some charming, smiling Fan- 
ny used to sit at the tiller and guide her 
father's load of pumpkins and pota- 
toes into the city on market day. The 
"Fannies" were hauled by one horse. 


But the pride 'of the old canal was its 


packet boats. 
The handsome craft 


would not cut much of a figure beside 
the Virginia of to-day, but they were 
looked upon as something elegant in 
the "40s. This was. onf^ of th^ two great 
highways to the east, this canal, and a 
much-traveled highway it was, too, con- 
sidering the scanty population west of 
the mountains in those days. People 
coming up the Ohio from Cincinnati or 
elsewhere usually preferred to keep the 
river, and continued up the Mononga- 
hela to Brownville, and there took tho 
famous old national pike to Cumber- 
land. Cumberland had a railroad then, 
and so ibc journey to the seaboard was 
easy from that point. 


But to return, to the packet boats. 


The}' were 70 to SO feet long and were 
drawn by four horses. They were not 
much unlike the canal boats we see to-, 
day,when we see them at all, but neater 
and more pretentious, as was fitting 
for the first-class patronage they en- 
joyed. 
Many a blushing1 bride and 


groom there was that took that jour- 
ney to the easts 


And what-a journey it was! 
On, up 


through the'hills, by and over many a 
stream, to the foot of the Allegheny 
mountains; then across that formi- 
dable barrier, down into pleasant east- 
ern valleys, and again by> the pictur- 
esque canal on to the brim of the 
mighty 
Susquehanna. 
Here 
one 


seemed to be getting into some sort oC 
permanent civilization; from here tho 
iron horse made the rest of the route 
easy, and at last one was actually 


landed at the famous city of brotherly- 
love, far away at the other end of £he 
state, a 400-inile journey—a journey, 
like matrimony, not to be entered into 
lightly or unadvisedly, but after ma- 
ture consideration. It was truly a great 
event, that voyage to the east.—Pitts- 
burgh Dispatch.

Preached Interestingly In Cincinnati San- 


dap Night on Blackulidlng. 


Rev. Dr. C.L. Work, formerly, pas- 


tor of the Second Presbyterian church 
here, but now of. Cincinnati, is quoted 
in the Tribune of that city, as follows, 
on "Backsliding":

OWNER OF ABUTTING 
PROPERTY 


Cannot Be Compelled to Pay foe the Ex- 


tension of a Street—A Decision of 


Judge Sage. 


The Weekly. Law Bulletin of June 


Sth contains a decision _ by Judge Sage, 
of the United States circuit court of 
Cncinhati, which will be of interest~to 
those interested in the opening of Sixth 
and Seventh streets by the Portsmouth 
city council. It is the case of Ellen 
B. Baker vs. The Village of Norwood 
et al. The .plaintiff owns real estate 
in Norwood and the village proceeded 
to appropriate for public use, the ex- 
tension of a street, a portion of her 
land. The city appraised the land to 
be' so appropriated at §2,000 which 
amount she was to receive. The vil- 
lage thereupon assessed back upon the 
land the entire cost of the extension, 
$2,218.58, she owning all the real es- 
tate upon each side of the street. This 
resulted in making her pay not only 
for her'Own property taken for public 
use, but also the expense of so taking 
it. 
^Tudge Sage granted a perpetual 


injunction to prevent the authorities 
from collecting the assessment, holding 
that it is in violation of the 
14fch 


amendment to the TJ. S. constitution 
for a municipal corporation to appro- 
priate the property of a citizen for 
opening a street, and then to assess the 
damages therefore awarded in proper 
proceedings in the probate court, to- 
gether with the costs of such appropri- 
ation, back on the balance of the prop- 
erty of such owner abutting on both 
sides of such street so opened.

Two Freia&t Trains Came 


aether at Stone City. 


TO- 


F*opl* S«rion*l;r Injured, Two ot 


Boond Bun* Into the Kinney Ix>cal 


—Cntfn« and Four Can Derailed. 


One of the worst collisions and 


wrecks on the 0. & O. for sometime, 
occurred at Stone city, twelve miles 
below South Portsmouth, Monday even- 
ing, about four o 'clock. Five persons 
were badly hurt, two of them probably 
fatally injured. 


Extra west-bound freight No. 288, 


passing South Portsmouth at 3:56, 
crashed into a local freight on" the Kin- 
ney branch, which was switching about 
at the Stone city station. Both trains 
were headed west and the collision 
occurred on the main track. The local 
freight was pushing three cars—two 
empties and one loaded with~stone— 
ahead of the engine. The local was 
running about four miles an hour, with 
the extra freight coming into it at a 
forty mile rate. The extra did not see 
the local until too late and came 
crashing into it. at full speed. 
Engi- 


neers and firemen on both engines 
jumped. The three cars and engine of 
the local were piled up in a heap along 
side of the track. In one of these cars 
was Conductor Thos. Anderson and two 
boys—Will Woodwork and Terry Wes- 
ley, aged 15 and 14. That they were 
not killed is miraculous. 
The Wesley 


boy was thrown under the derailed 
cars. Ho received a blow on the back 
of the head and insjunes in the back. 


Woodwork was tossed 
up 
about 


twenty-five feet in the air and escaped 
with only a few .bruises on his arms 
and logs. The conductor was thrown 
to one side and received only slight in- 
juries* J>r, Titus was called down this 
morning and found the Wesley boy in a 
very bad condition. 


Engineer Chockley and Fireman 


Kirkpatrick, of the extra west-bound, 
jumped from their engine at the mo- 
ment of the collision. Chockley struck 
on his head and was very badly hurt. 
The fireman also sustained serious in- 
juries about the head. A few minutes 
after the accident the west-bound ac- 
commodation came by. She was just 
flagged in time to prevent a more dis- 
astrous collision with the two disabled 
trains. Dr. Sellards, of this city, was 
on the accommodation train and was 
called upon to. render assistance to the 
injured. 
Ohockley and 
Kirkpatrick 


were taken on the train to their homes 
in Covington. Chockley is in a most 
critical condition and can hardly re- 
cover. 


It did not take very long to clear 


away the track, and all the trains were 
on time today. 
The engine of the ex- 


tra was but very little disabled and 
took her train on to Maysville. The 
Kinney engine was a complete wreck. 
Four cars were derailed. 


It was pouring down rain at tho time 


of the collision, and the extra did not 
see the Kinney local on the track 
ahead.
